CARiet of TjrpheUI Ferer. 

A severe outbreak of typhoid fever 
which occurred last year at N ihant, a 
rocky peninsula near Boston, inhabited 
during the summ.T by a small number 
of very rich cottage owners, was fol- 
lowed by an investigation, of which the 
results are made public in an article bv 
Mr. £. \V. Bowditoh, in the JJoHou 
Medical and Snrfjieal Jottrnnl. In sucii 
ca'^es contamination of di inking-water 
is usually the prlnciptil cause of the 
spread of the dlsettse, and the wells and 
cisterns which supply th»» houses were 
first examined. Water wa« taken from 
one hundred and ninety of these and 
analyzed. Ki^ht of the santples were 
pronounced "exc«3llent.^' and seventy- 
one othera ••permissible,*' or "good.'* 
One hundred and eh^ven wore classed as 



suspicious,'* ♦*vorv suspicious," or 
.••bad.** About eiffhty cases of fever 
occurred, nearly all of which could be 
accounted for by the actual condition of 
the diinking- water used in the houses 
inhaliite 1 bv the patients. In a few 
others the filthy surroundings furnished 
a probttbie sonroe of infection, although 
the water appeared pure, as, in one in- 
stance, where analysis failed to detect 
any serious pollution in water taken 
from a well situated within fen feet of 
one leaching Cesspool attd tifteen feet of * 
another, both overAowing, and of 
course leidy to furni.sh an occasional 
supply to the well during dry seasons 
or under other circumstances. One or 
two ra >re were probably evplamed by 
the fact that the ice used in the house- 
hold was brought from a foul pond in 
the vic!nitv; and only one seemtd quite 
inexplicable, tinless perhaps the infec- 
tion might have been brought by milk 
contained in cans which had been rinsed 
in foul water. Mr. Bowditch's suspi- 
cion, that the infection was oommtmi- 
cated in certain cases by contaminated 
ice, is strengthened by the fact that a 
very severe and fatal epidemic of ty- 
hoid fever was un<|uestionably caused 
n this way not long ago at a seashore 
hotel in New England; and it is worth 
asking* wliether the public authority 
might not be employed with advantage 
in exercising some sort of surveillance 
over the collection and saleof an article 
which may become, and perhaps alreadv 
is, far mo>'e dangerous than the trichf« 
nous pork or immature veal against 
which somany precautions are taken. In 
one place that we know of. says the Amer- 
ican Architect, thousands of tons of ice 
are annually gathered at the very edtje 
of an extensive and well-tilled ceinetery, 
which slopes somewhat rapidly toward 
the water ; and we have seen the winter 
product of a little pool formed by the 
overtlow of what was pracucnlly the 
drain of a cliinter of squalid houses 
regularly sold to customers. — Scientijio 
Atnercan,

When the robin sinn no ton^r anA a 

gfMieral silenco preViiiTs amotijf our fa- 
luiliai' bii'ilH, save the trequent brief 
n »tes of the Hon? sparrow, it is deli^li'- 
ful to hoar onc« in trn the hmd, miiHiciil 
call of the gulilen rubin just re urned 
from a ra'mfh*s vaoition In the wooi*. 
I have never a-^certaine'i t-o niv full sat 
iiifaotion why those birds leave us iiunie- 
diiitely after thflir younp^ ha\re flown, and 
why they return about tiie ini'Mie of 
Au}(ii<4t. 1 have never traced iheir 
course, hn* have roiion to believe thoy 
retire to the wood-i, perh>i|n for the 
protection uf their yuaug. Ihay are 
absent about three weelc^, and on their 
return w<! hear th' ir hhhj; atriin, though 
it is not so loud or so fiequeul as in the 
early summer. 

The {Toldeii n;bin in theo'M'ly summer 
is the most con'tpicuous and at ractive 
bird that visit* the New En inland State*, 
lie is constantly in >ving fr mi tree to 
tree in quest of inse«>ts. His principal 
colors are scarlet and ^old, and save the 
scarlet tanager he i-^tlu^ most goi geously 
arrayed of all our summer visitants. 
His notes remind one of thow of the 
Virpnia red bird ; they are louder, but 
as often repeated, always charmino^ and 
never wearisome. The lively song of 
the red bird is perlia )s less vai ied, but 
it is even more constantlv repeated. 

I have always looked for the arrival 
of the golden robins on the first apne ir- 
ance of the cherry blossoms. Seldom 
in any year of my life have they failed 
to make their app<'tir.ince simu'taue )us- 
ly. If a dozen Howers could be counted 
on a cherry tree in any of our ff««rden«, 
we were sure to hear the hou^ of the 
f^lden robin poured forth as if to au- 
nounce them. In the spin^ of this year 
(1882) this coincidence failed. A cherry 
tree near my window was in full bloom 
a week before any irolden robin wa^ seen 
or heard in the neighborhood. April 
and May of this year were months of 
unprecedented cold, and the birds 
ieemed to be affected by it more than 
vegetation ; but a rainstorm of a week's 
duration, that bej^an Just as the cherry 
blofisoms appeared, was probably the 
chief cause of the lateness of the golden 
robin's arrival. 

The fi^olden robin h not heard so early 
in the morning as the common robin, 
and he does not, like that bird, sit on a 
perch and warble continuously. When- 
ever he alights on a tree he utters his 
few loud notes, and perhaps re|)eat8 
them when he is about to fly away. 
Hen'M3 the sonj; may be regarded as an* 
nouiii'in<^ every change of his sitoadon. 
This loud and mnsfoal strain often re- 
peated greatly enlivens the early morn- 
log chorus, and contributes more to the 
hilarity of early summer than th« note 
of any other bird. 

Though the golden robin sings no 
continmuM song, he always ftnishos his 
strain, so that his pauses are very unlike 
those of the cat bird, who repeats two or 
three notes as if he had begun to sing 
and then stops. If he was going to say 
the words, *M)oyeknow what ye are 
abontP** he would say, "Do ye," then 
pause a minute. Again he would say, 
•♦Do ye know — " then pau-e Hve min- 
utes. Ptii haps the next time he might 
repeat the whole sentence. Mis notes — 
except on rare occasions, when he may 
sing perhaps Hve minutes wnhoit a 
pause — are fiaj uien^ary. Tho golden 
robin delivers liis whole strain, lliough 
it is short. 

The nest of the golden robin is an ex- 
traordinary specimon of bird arohiteo- 
tuie; b ii it is o well known r,h it any 
desoriotiitn of it to be new must bp false. 
It ha.s bi'vn known sometimes to weave 
several y \rds of tape or twine into its 
ntMt. ih" bird evidently underntands 
the art of tying, though perhaps it couUi 
not lie a regular sailor'si knoi. It Himply 
winds a strin? or tape round the sup« 
porting branches, an«l then weaves the 
remainder itito the nest. kiiovvled/e 
of the ar) is jusi suOieient u* answer its 
•nds, and it can proceed no further.
